Washington chores the resigned 
ambassador was winding up be- 
fore plunging into a round of 
political engagements in behalf 
of presidential aspirant William 
W. Scranton. 


Lodge told reporters that he 


had a long talk by telephone 
Monday night with Scranton, in 
whose behalf he gave up his 
Far East post. 


Lodge 
informed 
newsmen 


that he had no immediate plans 
to visit with former President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, but that 
he hoped to get in touch with 
him later. 


He had intimated that he 


hopes to 
get 
public support 


from Eisenhower for Scranton's 
bid for the Republican presi- 
dential nmination. 


After Lodge's appearance be- 


fore the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions and Armed Services com- 
mittees, he had an engagement 
for a lunchon at the Capitol 
with Republican senators. 


Lodge returned to Washing- 


ton Monday, and declared that 
the South Viet Nam war is "on 
the track." 


He takes the view that U.S. 


policy there can not become a 
campaign issue—an attitude at 
variance with that of some oth- 
er Republicans. 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Henry 


Cabot Lodge, expanding on his 
view that he doesn't see how 
U.S. policy in the Viet Nam war

He adds:

Search on 
for 12 Missing 
Americans

HAMILTON^ Bermuda (AP)— 


U.S. boats and planes were 
searching off Bermuda's south 
coast today for 12 American air- 
men missing after the collision 
of two Air Force planes during 
a space training mission. 


The planes plunged into the 


Atlantic Monday as parachuting 
airmen were running a test res- 
cue operation for the two-man 
Gemini space project. 


There were 24 men in the two 


planes. Seven were 
rescued. 


Five bodies had been recoverd 
Monday night. 


Th survivors were reported 


in good condition. 


The two planes, each carrying 


12 men, brushed wings as Air 
Force photographers in small 
boats below were 
shooting a 


para-rescue training film. A 
Gemini capsule was in the wa- 
ter below, and the planes were 
dropping men to simulate its re- 
covery. 


A spokesman at Kindley Air 


Force Base, four miles from the 
scene, said there were indica 
cations all seven survivors had 
jumped before the crash as part 
of the scheduled test rescue op- 
eration. 


The 
planes 
were flying at 


about 1,500 feet on the same 
course when 
they touched, a 


witness said. 


Each was a propeller driven 
plane.

She reported the Cuban people 


lack food, clothing and other es- 
sentials and wonder what hap-

Floating Oil Rig 
Blast Kills 4, 
13 Are Missing

MORGAN CITY, La. (AP) - 


An explosion and fire roared 
through a floating oil rig in 
pro - dawn 
darkness 
today, 


plunging the multi-million dot* 
lar apparatus into the depths of 
the Gulf of Mexico. 
At least 


four persons were killed. 


Another 13 persons or molt 


were missing. 


Twenty-five 
survivors were 


brought to Lakewood Hospital 
here. Some were burned but a 
hospital 
spokesman 
said all, 


were in satisfactory condition, 


The dead were not immedi* 


atcly identified. 


Helicopters ferried the survl- , 


vors to this coastal fishing town 
about 70 air miles west of New 
Orleans. 
, 


The rig sank in 180 feet of 


water, about 15 minutes .after 
the explosion and wind-whipped 
flames blanketed the vessel. 


Some of the first survivors to 


arrive at Lakewood Hospital 
here were unconscious." Other! 
were able to walk away from 
the rescue helicopters. 


At least 42 men were aboard 


the twin-hulled rig, which was 
operating 78 miles southwest of 
Morgan, City in the area known 
as Block 273 of Eugene Island.

NATO Likely 
to Get More 
Atomic Data 


By KARL R, BAUMAN 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson notified Congress 
today that he has approved a 
new agreement to extend the 
types of atomic information the 
United States may give to the 
North' Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion and its member nations. 


The new agreement 
super- 


sedes an .earlier one, under 
which NATO and its members 
have been receiving some atom- 
ic information for the past sev- 
eral years. 


In notifying Congress of the 


new agreement, Johnson said 
the expanded area of informa- 
tion is needed to make effective 
use of nuclear delivery systems 
being provided by this country 
under bilateral procedures and 
agreements that followed crea- 
tion of NATO atomic stockpiles 
in 1957. 


Also, Johnson said, the new 


agreement will permit NATO 
member countries to share in 


the NATO organization itself, 
under a 1955 agreement. 


He said the new agreement 


"represents a logical and useful 
step in our continuing and var- 
ied efforts to ensure wider allied 
participation" in NATO nuclear 
defenses." 


Furthermore, Johnson said, 


"such wider participation is 
necessary on both military and 
political grounds. It is needed to
